Sales Nearly at Stand- 
still as Result of 
New Charges 


ERLIN, Oct. 20 (U. T. 
P. S.).—The coming into 
operation of the new tariff on 
this month brought car sales 


here to something like a 
standstill. 

This is an interesting state of 
affairs, because even without the 
benefit of the new tariff the aver- 
age dealer handling American cars 
here has- operated on about 100 per 
cent. margin, as indicated by the 
example that a 17-70 F. I. Flint 
standard touring car was sold for 
about $4,000. 

Enjoying a comfortable margin, 
therefore, the dealers thought to 
increase sales by passing along 
price reductions on American cars, 
but this has had no_ perceptible 
effect on trade. 

The same condition true of 
the market for German cars. Do- 
mestic manufacturers here reduced 
prices a little after the new tariff 
went into effect, but this was nulli- 
fied by the fact that American 
manufacturers importing to Ger- 
many did the same thing, so now 
the situation is that the importer 
of American cars and the dealer in 
German machines are both up 
against a situation where money is 
tight, sales are conspicuous by their 
absence, and there is a great deal 
of overstocking. 

The new tariff provides for an 
increase in duty from 80 marks to 
250 marks per hundred kilograms 
of weight. This means an approx- 
imate duty of $675 on cars weigh- 
ing 1,500 kgs.

New York, Oct. 20.—Reports ac- 
tively circulated the financial 
district that the control of the Gen- 


eral Motors Corporation was likely 
to pass from the hands of the pres- 
ent holders of the majority stock 
have been effectually refuted. The 
recent advance in General Motors 
stock loses its mystery when con- 
sideration is given to the small 
floating supply in the Street and the 
heavy turnover of recent sessions. 
It is estimated by bankers that the 
stock held in brokers’ hands is 
around 10 per cent. of the 5,161,- 
000 shares of common outstanding 
or around 500,000 shares. Asa large 
mumber of shares are held in 
brokerage names for investment, 
the actual amount available for 
trading purposes probably does not 
exceed 200,000 shares. Last week's 
turnover was close to 500,000 
shares. 
Held as Investment. 

The du Pont Company directly 
and indirectly controls 1,875,000 
shares, or 36 per cent., of the total 
outstanding. None of this stock 
has been sold; it is held for per- 
manent investment. The holdings 
of the du Ponts and their asso- 
ciates for personal investment are 
an unknown quantity, but would 
probably bring the total to in 
excess of 50 per cent. of the 
amount outstanding. 

In addition it is understood the 
corporation has more than 30,000 
smaller common stock holders, each 
holding fewer than 100 shares of 
the stock. Figuring average hold- 
ings of 50 shares for these share- 
holders would account for nearly 
1,500,000 shares.

TRACTOR IN LA. 
HAS 2 NEW USES 


New Orleans, La., Oct. 20.—The 
Fordson tractor is essaying two 
entirely new roles in Louisiana and 
is making good on both of them— 
forest fire protection work, and oil 
well drilling. 

Trial performances of the Ford- 
son have caused the Great Southern 
Lumber Company of Bogalusa, to 
adopt the machines for its conser- 
vation projects, and more than 
200,000 acres are being protected. 

Dragging a gang-plow, the Ford- 
son is turning two lanes 50 feet 
apart around each 640-acre section 
of virgin timber. Between these 
furrowed lanes the dead grass is 
burned, leaving a charred path, 
which fire cannot cross. 

In the plantation, where young 
trees have been planted for paper 
pulp, a 10-foot lane is plowed 
around each 160-acre square. 

The cost is estimated at $3,300 
for the necessary 1,500 furrow 
miles of plowing. This is a great 
saving, lumber officials say, over 
the old, slower method. 

Fordsons have been used for sev- 
eral years in hoisting tools and in 
trucking material through the 
gumbo mud of oil fields, but the 
American Drilling Company, con- 
tractor for the Humble Oil Com- 
pany, is the first to employ them 
as power plants in boring test wells. 
A depth of 2,200 fet has been 
reached with a 12-inch bit. In this 
work the Fordsons supplant heavy 
steam equipment, which costs 100 
per cent. more, is difficult and ex- 
pensive to move and requires a 
large crew. The fuel problem, 
always a serious one in oil fields 
in the past, is removed, as gasoline 
for the Fordsons is easily trans- 
ported.

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MOTOR TRUCKING 
NOW UNDER FIRE 


Head of Minn. Assn. 
Says R. R. Waging 
Big Campaign 
Special to the Automotive Daily News 

T. PAUL, Minn., Oct. 20. 

—Railroads of the United 
‘states are back of an effort 
to put motor truck freight 
operators out of business, it 
was charged today by J. C. 
Vant Hul, Jr., new secretary 
of the Minnesota Commercial 
Truck Owners’ Association, 
Inc. 

There is a nationwide movement 
on foot by which the railroads hope 
to place motor trucking under con- 
trol of the Interstate Commerce 
Commission and the various state 
railroad commissions, he said. 

“It is necessary for truck owners 
not only in Minnesota but through- 
out the United States to organize to 
protect themselves,” he declared. 

Mr. Vant Hul now is touring the 
state organizing local truck owners’ 
associations as member-groups of 
the state body. 

“Commercial truck owners of 
Minnesota are due for a rude 
awakening when the time comes 
io pay their 1926 state license 
fees,”’ he said, “unless they are 
able through organization to 
keep the new license laws from 
going into effect January 1. 

‘‘Motor truck license fees have in 
nost instances been doubled and in 

some cases increased even more 
than that, as a result of the tax 
mposed at the closing session of 
the state Legislature. 

“This law was written by a high 
railroad official and enacted with- 
out the knowledge of the truck 
operators of the state. 

“It is class legislation and was 
foisted upon the lawmakers. Trucks 
are being made the goat for reduc- 
tions _in license fees on passeney 
cars,’ 

The laws enacted at the last 
session provide for a tax of 2.4 
per cent. on the base price of 
trucks owned and operated by 
farmers and dairymen; a tax of 5 
per cent, on tracks owned and 
operated by commercial firms 
hauling or delivering their own 
goods, and a tax of 10 per cent. 
on trucks operated “for hire,” by 
transfer, drayage or general 
trucking concerns. 

“Assurance was given last fall 
that if a gasoline tax were author- 
ized by the Legislature, as was done, 
automobile license fees would be 
reduced,’ Mr. Vant Hul said. “This 
has not been done. The Legisla- 
ture has broken faith. It has kept 
its word to some at the expense of 
others. 

“Truck manufacturers, tire and 
accessory dealers and oil companies 
are cooperating with the state as- 
sociation in its fight against this 
burdensome tax and are supplying 
the bulk of funds for putting across 
our message.”’ 

Membership to truck owners is 
$1 each, with an additional fee of 
$1 per truck owned and operated. 
The state organization now has 300 
members in forty-seven cities and 
towns and has just bégun its mem- 
bership drive. A membership of

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10,000 is expected within the next 
several months. 

The state body has filed suit 
against Mike Holm, secretary of 
State, seeking an injunction re- 
straining him from putting into 
effect the new license law. On an 
adverse decision in a lower court 
the case has been taken to the 
state Supreme Court. In the 
meantime, truck owners are pay- 
ing their license fees under pro- 
test. 

In addition to the heavy tax in 
this state neighboring states have 
imposed a tax on Minnesota trucks 
which cross their boundaries in re- 
taliation for similar action by Min- 
nesota.

New York, Oct. 20.—If 
clude Alaska the United States of 
Brazil have an area exceeding that 
of the United States of America.
